LET TAFT ABUSE, 
SAYS. ROOSEVELT 


The Colonel Decides to Dis 
cuss the Principles Involved. 


Roosevelt Says President Has 
Changed Joined the En- 
emy—The Colonel Thinks 
Some of Taft’s Remarks Are 
Not in Very Good Taste. 


Canton, Ohio, May  14.—Colonel 
Roosevelt made several more than the 
thirteen speeches in his first day of the 
ante-primaries campaign in Ohio, con- 
cluding here with a prepared speech to 
@ large audience. His path crossed 
that of President Taft several times in 
the eastern part of the state, and he 
was greeted by large, sometimes huge 
crowds, which often were demonstra- 
tive. 

“J wish to make the issue one of 
principle and not of personal abuse,” 
he declared early in the day, saying 
that the president is to have a mo- 
nopoly of the use of personalities. 

Says Taft Has Joined Enemy. 


“As a member of the cabinet during 
the Roosevelt administration, President 
Taft may not attack it,” declared the 
colonel, insisting “we progressives 
stand just where we stood for years 
ago. It is Mr. Taft who has left us 
and joined the enemy.” 

The colonel spoke confidently of 
election, saying he did not need Ohio, 
but wanted Ohio to share in the vic- 
tory. He haslearneda good deal, and 
will make a better president than be- 
fore, the colonel asserted. 

Colonel Roosevelt covered part of the 
ground which President Taft went 
over today, and their paths crossed 
several times. 

The former president renewed his 
attack upon hig successor. He asserted 
at the outset that he would not reply 
to the things gvhich Mr. Taft said 
about him so far as they were per- 
sonal, but would confine uimself to the 
politica, principles involved. 

Taft Barred From Criticism. 

A new point which Colonel Roose- 
velt developed was his denial of the 
right of President Taft to criticise acts 
of the Roosevelt administration. He 
took the ground that as a member of 
the Roosevelt cabinet, Mr. Taft was a 
part of the administration, and as can- 
didate for president he .made his cam- 
paign with the record of the Roose- 
velt administration as his platform. 

Colonel Roosevelt charged that the 
president had “Joined“the enemy.” 

“I wish to make the issue one of

Alliance Ohio, May 14.—‘“Did you 
ever think what an awful thing it 
would be for this country if the 
Lord were to reach down his hand 
and lift up Mr. Roosevelt to the 
realm of the blessed, and deprive 
us of his company?’ asked President 
Taft here today. 

A big’ crowd laughed. 

At another point in his Ohio tour 
Mr. Taft declared: 

“Theodore Roosevelt’s hands are 


not red with the blood of the 
bosses.” : 


Youngstown, Ohlo, May 14.—“I am 
here to ask you to do justice and give 
@ square deal to an administration of 
the government of the United States by 
an Ohio man. I do not ask any favors 
because [ am an Ohio man, but I ask 
justice.” 

That was the appeal that formed 
the mainstay of President Taft on the 
second lap of his campaign tour of 
Ohio. He based his appeal for support 
in next Tuesday's primaries largely 
upon the achievements of his adminis- 
tration and the danger he said lay in 
the re-nomination and re-election of 
Colonel Roosevelt. 

The president himself created amuse- 
ment for his hearers at Akron when he 
took up his discussion of the bogses 
and made his usual reference to Mr. 
Roosevelt's relations with them. 

Rooselt and the Bosses. 

“I didn’t see Mr. Roosevelt get out 
his elephant gun and go after any 
bosses,” said the president. 

“I may be puzzle-witted,’ he said at 
Canton. “That is a question that you 
cannot discuss any more than you can 
discuss whether you are looking or not.

Bills backed by Pryor street proper- 
ty-owners will be introduced in the 
next legislature to authorize the abo- 
lition of the grade crossing at Pryor

This is not a new 
plan, but a new movement behind an 


old plan. 

In May of last year a number of 
Pryor street property-owners met in 
the office of Reuben R. Arnold to de- 
vise plans to relieve traffic congestion. 
‘There were present Judge W. D. Ellis. 
W. H. Kiser, Marvin Thrower, S. H. 
Venable, R. R. Arnold, and many oth- 
ers. ; 

An ordinance passed the city council 
requesting the legislature to grant au- 
thority to lower the tracks and erect 
A bill was advertised and 
passed the legislature. It was, how- 
ever, incorporated into the new charter 
og the city, which was afterwards de- 
feated by the people at the polls in the 
election held. 

Bulils to Be Presented Again. 

The citizens are now agitating the 
movement again and the same bills 
will be presented to the legislature for 
passage at the summer session, 

Regarding the bills, Mr, Arnold said: 

“Pryor street has become one of the 
most important thoroughfares in the 
city, and is one of the longest. It con- 
tains some of the largest bulldings in 
the city, such as the Kimball house, the 
Equitable building, the Commerce }], 
the new chamber of commerce bulld- 
ing, the old city hall, the Thrower 
building and the new courthouse which 
is being erected. 

“The traffic upon the street has be- 
come very heavy. South Pryor street 
is in ‘the center og the city between 
the termina] districts, and {fs in the 
heart of wholesale business activity. 

“All of the streets in the center of 
the city have been bridged except 
Pryor and Central avenue. 

Means Instant Relief. 

“This plan will interfere in no way 
with the plaza plan, nor with any 
other plan for the improvement and 
beautifying of the center of the city. 
ft means, however, instant relief, and 
‘until some other and permanent plan 
is adopted it will relieve the conges- 
tion and strain upon the Whitehall 
viaduct, Broad street bridge and For- 
syth street bridge.

Ha Their Example for Vote 
on Direct Elections Question 


Some Years Ago Bartlett and 
Others, Now Attacking Un- 
derwood, Voted for Amend- 
ment Identical With That He 
Supported Monday.

Washington, D. C., May 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Oscar W. Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, the democratic floor leader, only 
smiled today when his attention was 
called to the criticism of his vote on 
yesterday in favor of the popular elec- 
tion of senators resolution. He thinks 
his critics must have short memories. 
Recognizing that he is on the unpop- 
ular side at present, so far as his 
southern colleagues are concerned, he 
defends with courage and convincing 
argument the position he has taken. 

Turning Tables on Critics. 

“Ten or twelve years ago, when this 
resolution was pending in the house,” 
he said, “Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, who 
attacked my position on yesterday, 
voted for the Rucker resolution, which 
was practically identical in purpose 
with the amendmentaof Mr. Rucker, for 
which I voted on yesterday.” 

Reference to the Congressional Rec- 
ord of April 12, 1900, showed that Mr. 
Underwood was correct. Every mem- 
ber of the Georgia delegation except 
Mr. Lester voted for the Rucker amend~- 
ment, and every member of the Ala- 
bama delegation voting at all, voted 
for it. 

“If we are back in the house of our 
fathers and have our regular place 
at the table, we must take our med- 
icine and our food with the rest,” said 
Mr. Underwood today. “The resolution 
as amended will be ratified by three- 
fourths of the states.” 

Continuing, he said the situation at 
this congress presented but two al- 
ternatives, the senate form of theres- 
olution or none at all. He said the 
south had nothing to fear from the 
Bristow, or Sutherland amendment, as 
the days of force bills were past. 

Considering himself pledged by the 
recent Alabama convention to bring 
about popular election of senators, if 
possible, he voted to accept the senate 
amendment, he said, and those who 
really wanted to see senators elected 
by the people, voted for the amend- 
ment, he said. 

“Gentlemen who oppose this resolu- 
tion,” said Mr. Underwood, “fearing 
that it will extend the inquisitorial 
power of congress, recently voted to 
require senators to file a statement of 
thelr campaign expenses, and also to 
require the same statement from can- 
didates for the presidency. This res- 
olution does no more for members of 
the senate than the present law does 
for members of the house. I favor 
putting them both on the same _ level 
in this “particular. The amendment 
does not change or fix the qualifica- 
tion of voters. If the congress w@nted 
to change the election machinery of 
the states with reference to the elec- 
tion of members of congress, they 
have the right to do it now, just as

VIL, of Norway. 

King Frederick VIII. was born at 
Copenhagen June 3,.1843. He was as 
popular with the people of Denmark as 
was his father. By the wish of his 
parents he was brought up whti great 
simplicity. Frederick saw his younger 
brother and his own son become reign- 
ing monarchs of Greece and Norway, 
respectively, while he himself was still 
an helr apparent. 

King Frederick wags noted for his 


culture. He was at one time chancel- 
lor of Copenhagen university and head 
of the Free Masons of Denmark. He 


Was wéll known as a promoter of 
Philanthropic objects. His interest in 
the army, of which he once was in- 
spector weneral, was keen and he intro- 
duced many reforms, 

Several months ago, King Frederick 
suffered a serious illness.

KNELL SOUNDS

House Passes Clayton Bill 
Limiting Power of Courts 


Washington, May 14.—Supported by 
al] of the progressive republicans, the 
house tonight passed the Clayton anti- 
injunction bill, 244 to 31. Every demo- 
crat present voted for it and-the result 
was announced to the accompaniment 
of a remarkable demonstration. The 
legislation is rewarded as one of the 
most advanced steps yet taken in the 
interests of organized labor. 

Throughout the debate President 
Gompers, Secretary Morrison and a 
half-dozen members of the executive 
committee of the American Federation 
of Labor were interested listeners. 
They occupied a front row in the mem- 
bers’ gallery. 

The opposition to the measure en- 
deavored to put through a substitute 
drawn by Representative Sterling, of 
Illinois. This modifieqg the sweeping 
terms of the Clayton bill, but it was 
defeated, 219 to 48 It was generally 
said that the Clayton measure would 
meet with little’ opposition in the sen- 
ate. , 

The bill amends the law to prohibit 
the issue of injunctions without notice 
being served on those affected, Such 
injunctions would be effective for 
seven days only, and renewal would 
be possible only when the court was 
convinced such action was necessary 
for the conservation of rights or 
property. “John Doe” injunctions 
would be tmpossible ahd the rights of 
“peaceful picketing’’ in strikes or 
“peaceful boycotts” would be recog- 
nized.

FIVE POLICEMEN SHOT 
BY BARRICADED BANDITS 


‘Finally Dynamite and Melinite 


Were Used to Destroy the 
Refuge of the Bandits—The 
Battle Lasted Eight Hours. 
Bandits Betrayed by Wom- 
an’s Indiscret:on. 


Paris, May 15.—The career of the las 
of France’s notorious auto bandit gang 
was dramatically ended this morning, 
when after eight hours’ battle with 
police and troops, its leader, Octave 
Garnier and his confederate, Vallet, 
were blown up by explosives in a small 
villa at Nogent-sur-Marne, where they 
had taken refuge. 

Shattered by bullets their house fell 
in ruins when melinite was exploded 
under its wall. The police found Gar- 
nier dead and Vallet dying. Five po- 
licemen Were wounded in the battle. 

The Battle Begins. 

When the police arrived at the villa, 
which was known as the Moulin Rouge, 
M. Guichard, superintendent of detec- 
tives, carrying the tri-color sash of 
his office, cried out: 

“Open in the name of the law.”’ 

A man hidden in the garden respond- 
ed witIk revolver fire. This formally 
began the battle and siege. 

M, Guichard was not hit and retreat- 
ed. He mobilized the detectives, police 
and gendarmes, who carried rifles, 
while a company of Zouaves from the 
nearby barracks joined the besieging 
forces. 

Six inspectors, protected by sheets of 
steel, cautiously approached the house, 
They encountered a steady fire, but 
were not wounded. Three of the police, 
however, fell from the bandits’ bullets, 
seriously wounded. A woman named 
Vutllem™, a friend of Garnier, emerged 
from the house and was arrested. 

Like a Battlefield. 

When M. Lepine, the prefect of po- 
lice, arrived he immediately assumed 
command and the scene took on all 
the military aspect of a battlefield with 
reinforcements constantly coming in. 
M. Lepine held a council with the cap- 
tains of the gendarmes and the Zou- 
aves and finally decided, as he did in 
the case of Bonnot and Dubois at 
Choissy-Le-Roi, to blow up the bandits’ 
lair. 

One dynamite cartridge 
other was exploded against 
ing unti it was almost in ruins, but 
the bandits continued to fire at the be- 
siegers, wounding two more police- 
men.

Victory Won by Melinite. 

Finally, the fire ceased for a time 
and the onlookers, wearied by lack of 
definite action and their inability to 
witness any of the later operations, 
took possession of the cafes to await 
the outcome, 

All sorts og wild rumors were afloat, 
among them that Garnier had succeed- 
ed in escaping. That the authorities 
placed no credence in this was shown 
by the fact twat they telephoned for 
melinite, and after the arrival of a 
searchlight a quantity of the high ex- 
plosive was placed against the lower 
wall of the villa. At the concussion 
more debris was hurled skyward. 

The explosion left a yawning open- 
ing in the villa, through which police 
dogs sprang, while the police and 
troops sent volley after volley of shots 
into the ruins of the building

Garnier was entirely naked, save for 
a few tattered rags. He appeared to 
be dead. Vallet was dead or dying. 
The crowd, now wildly enraged. rushed 
up and tried to seize the bandits. With 
great difficulty the police drove them 
back.and placed the wounded men in 
automobiles. The automoblies balked 
as they were started away, and ef- 
forts were again made by the mob to 
tear the desperadoes from the troops. 
Hundreds surrounded the prefect of 
police, and with cries of “Vive Lepine'” 
tried to carry him off in triumph. 

Garnier's specialty was disguise. He 
went so far as to mutilat his eyelids 
to change his appearance and by re- 
sorting to every sqheme exploited in 
detective fiction re succeeded in 
evading the police dragnet which had 
been spread over Paris and the sub- 
Urbs. 

Betrayed by Woman's Indiscretion. 

Garnier’s mistake came in trying to 
hegotiate stolen gecurities at a branch 
ofa big banking house whereby he and 
his companions, Vallet and the woman 
Vuilemin weretrackedtoNogent. All 
three, who were decided blondes, dyed 
their hair jet-black. An indiscretion 
by the woman Vuillemin today enabied 
the police to fix their lair to a cer- 
tainty. She went to a public pump to 
get drinking water, where she was met 
by a Parisian woman. Vuillemin, who 
ig Of Basque origin, carried the jug of 
water on her shoulder, after the cus- 
tom of the country. The

Reformation of contracts for the fu- 
ture delivery of cotton is provided for 
in a bill by Senator Smith, of South 
Carolina, favorably reported to the 
senate today by the committee on 
agriculture, which the author believes 
will meet the approval of both mill 
men and farmers. 


The bill provides that every 
tract for the future delivery of cotton 
shall specify the grade contracted for. 
It limits delivery to one grade above 
or below that contractegq for and at a 
difference in price to be fixed by the 
commercial difference that ruled on

said: 

“It represents an effort to introduce 
honesty into these future contracts. It 
will not interfere with hedging or 
legitimate speculation, but will make 
a future contract as valuable as the 
cotton it represents if the 
knows he can demand in settlement 
spinnable cotton.

A Preacher Who Favors It. 

Dr. John KE. White, pastor of the 
Second Baptist church, who has always 
been recognized as one of the strong- 
est advocates of law and order, says: 

“lt am for Sunday bathing. What I 
object to is the bathing of. young 
girls and boys together. If the sexes 
are segregated I can see no harm in 
a good Sunday bath or swim if there 
is no disorder.”

The papers which the corporation at- 
torneys refused to produce are two 
contracts between the American Sheet 
and Tinplate Company, a subsidiary of 
the corporation, and the American Can 
Company, whereby the can company is 
allegeq to have obtained its supply 
of ‘tinplate at preferential prices. D. 
G. Reid ang Judge William H. Moore, 
directors of the stee] corporation, also 
@re directors of the can company. 

Flat Refusal to Produce Papers. 

“We decline to produce these con- 
tracts,” announced R. V, Lindabury, 
chief counse] for the corporation, ‘‘on 
the ground that they disclose the com- 
pany’s private business affairs with 
one of its customers.” 

The refusal would stand, Mr. Linda- 
bury stated, until the right of the 
government to possession of the docu- 
ments had been ruled upon by United 
States circuit judges, to whom the 
testimony in the suit will be certified. 

The documents destroyed or missing 
consisted of contracts between the 
American Tinpiate Company and 
manufacturers of tinplate machinery 
whereby it is allegeq the use of the 
machinery by competitors of the steel 
“trust's” subsidiary was prevented: of 
an alleged five-year contract between 
the tinplate company and the Sharon 
Steel Company for taking the latter's 
output and of similar contracts alleged 
to have been made by the American 
Sheet Steel Company.

Mr. Corliss, of Michigan, offered by 
Mr. Rucker, of Missouri, was adopted 
by a vote of 135 to 30.

The Corliss resolution left an option 
in the state and said senatorg should 
be elected by state legislatures, “Un- 
less the people of any state either 
through their legislatures or by the 
constitution of the state shall provide 
for the election of United States sen- 
ators by direct vote of the people.” 

Represenative Rucker offered an 
amendment declaring straight out that 
senators shall be elected by a direct 
vote of the people.

) Washington, May 14.—Plans for ex- 
pediting legislation to allow congress 
to adjourn prior to the national polit- 
ical conventions were considered to- 
day at conferences of leaders of both 
house and senate. The house Jeaders 
outlined a program that they believe 
would conclude the business of the 
house by June 15, The senate leaders 
reached no definite conclusions, but 
the finance committee will meet next 
Thursday to consider plans for clear- 
ing the calendar. 

On the house side it was agreed that 
the Panama canal administration bill 
should be disposed of immediately fol- 
lowing the passage of the anti-injunc- 
tion bill. Then will come the naval, 
military academy, sundry civil and 
genefal deficiency appropriation bill. 
The ways and means committee is to 
have an opportunity, if it desires, to 
bring in another tariff revision bill, 
probably on the cotton’ = schedule, 
Chairman Underwood said, however, 
that no more tariff legislation would 
be started until. the senate had acted 
upon at least some of the bills pending 
on that side. 

“According to our program. we will 
be able to adjourn by June 15,” said 
Chairman Underwood tonight. “Much 
will depend upon the action of the 
senate, however.” 

Meantime, on the senate side, Sena- 
tor Penrose conferred with Senator 
Simmons, in charge of the tariff bills 
for the democrats, in an effort to fix a 
time for votes on these measures.
